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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Takatori et al. (US 200201 75036A1). 

Takatori et al. teaches a control apparatus for an automatic transmission 
comprising a calculating section (20) that calculates slip rotation speed of the lockup 
clutch (Takatori et al., figure 5, paragraphs 0039 and 0048, the slip rotation speed Sn is 
calculated and compared with target slip S1 ). Takatori further teaches that the oil 
pressure of the lockup clutch is controlled to become constant if the slip rotation speed 
calculated is greater than a predetermined rotation speed, and that the oil pressure 
fixing control is stop when the rotation speed is less than a predetermined amount 
(Takatori, figures 4A and 4B). It should be noted that the transmission controller (20) 
switches a rotation transmission path in the gear transmission and at the same time 
controls the engaging oil pressure of the lockup clutch (4) (page 2, paragraph 0029). 
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Therefore, during the downshift, the oil pressure the lockup clutch (4) is clearly 
controlled by the transmission controller (20). 

While patent drawings are not drawn to scale, relationships clearly shown in the 
drawings of a reference patent cannot be disregarded in determining the patentability of 
claims. See In re Mraz . 59 CCPA 866, 455 F.2d 1069, 173 USPQ 25 (1972). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3, 6, 9, and 16-22 are allowable since the examiner has found none of 
the prior art fairly teaches or suggests the limitations as recited in claims 1 , 3, 9, 17, and 
18. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7 and 8 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
